If o newspaper should  fol
low this mistaken iden it would come
to be regarded as little better than o
public scold, Persistent running down
and belittling of a town and its people
is harmful, in that it gives outsiders o
poor impression of the place and tends
to foster a lack of self-respect among its
citizens, How long would a Lusiness
concern prosper if ench member of the
firm went about declaring that his part-

ners were ignorant and unrehinble and
were driving away trade?  The town or
city that enjoys a healthy growth, pros.
perity, contentment and  hoppiness at-
tiins it by everybody taking hold with o
will and talking for the place they live in
as well as working for it,

Tue smost remarkable and distinetly
primitive white men to be found within
the burders of the United States to-day
are the mountaineers of the great Appa-
Inchian range extending from the soutly
ern boundary of Pennsylvania, through
West Virginin, enstern Kentucky, west-
ern North Carolinn, east Tennessee nnd
into northwestern Georgin nnd northern
Alnbama.

Samuel J. Randall has oceupied a sent in
congress s 0 representative from the
State of Pennsvlvanin, And not only in
length of service, but in distinguished
ability, his carcer hns  been notable.
During the greater part of this time he
hns held without dispute the position of
leader of his party in the house, in which
his forve of chnrneter and his exceptional
parlinmentary knowiedge and skill ren-
dered him  peculinely successful,  When
oeeupying the Speaker's chair, his fair-
ness, as well as his firmness, made him
respected by all parties, Mr, Randall
held a peculine position in congress, un-
like that of any other member. He was
the unanimous choice of the voters of his
district=—nt the last election there was
no opposing candidate and only 112
senttering votes were cast against him—
and althongh a lifelong and earnest
democrat he was retained in office by
republican support.  This peculiarity, of
course, hasbeen due to the devotion with
which Mr, Randall sustained the Penn-
sylvanin idea in economic leginlation;

n} those interests, no shadow of discredit
ever rented upon his character.

ONLY A RABBIT'S FOOT

WAS ALL THAT WAS LEFT
IN THE MONEY BAG.

DR. HILLIARD'S THEORY ABOUT

THE MURDER.

The Litlle Properiy Entalled—
The Woman Had Money About
Her—-Depuly Jones Promises
Rich Developmenis,

*It was the money supposed to be on
her person, and not the property that
would fall to those interested that caused
the murder."

That was the remark of Coroner Hil-
linrd yesterday, upon being asked his
theory of the murder of Harriet Williams
which occurred Saturday night,

“The property,” he continued, “was
entailed, and did not helong wholly to
Haorvict. In cuse of her death, there
would be six heirs, an near as [ can find
out, who would ¢laim n share of the
property. Then the land is not very val-
uable, and | suppose is worth no more
than $100 an acre, or $300 for the entire
tract, Taking this into consitlemation it
would not seem to be of any great benefit
to anyone of the heirs as far as the prop-
erty is concerned,

“1 think this is the whole secret of the
murder," said the coroner,ns he produced
a bag or pocket made of bed ticking. *'1
found this tied around her body beneath
her underclothes, and it was torn and
bloody as you see it now. Sce those
bloody finger prints,”

The bag was about nine inches long
and six broad, There was a rent run-
ning from one enidl to the other, and
hloady markscould be seen, showing how
the bag was grasped to tear it open.
While Dr. Hilliard had the bag in his
hand he felt something in one corner, and
upon reaching in found a rabbit's foot
wrapped up in a piece of cloth.

“The murdered woman had given out
to her neighbors,” he continued, *that
she possessed a bank account, but as no
account can be found in town 1 think she
must have done this in order to keep any
one from suspecting her of having any
money about the house, Shewas known
to be a hardworking, thrifty woman, and
I have no doubt but that she had saved
£100 or $1235 from her wages, which she
carciully concealed on ber person.  She
tried to keep this n secret, but evidently
some one had found where she kept this
money and committed the crime to ob.
tain possession of it.

“Another thing was that this was
probably the last Saturday night she
would spend 1t her home for several
months, She wons coming to town the
following Monday to go to work for a
family here for the summer. As to the
guilt of the man now under arrest, |
think he could not have been the one who
did the work."

Deputy Sherifl Jones, who has the case
in charge, refused to talk when seen but
promised some startling developments
when the coroner’s jury met on Satur
dny. As he has been instrumental in
hoth of the arrests it is only natural to
suppose that his promised startling de-
velopments relate to the suspected par-
Lies.
